ness in tho Indian country is only af- 
forded when tho "Sun Danoo" occurs, 
and its brutality is such that one only 
cnrcH to BCO it once, and would then 
gladly forget its hellish orgioa. 
For 


several days tho Sioux, Cheyennos and 
ArapabooB hare been making grand ar- 
rangements for thin dance, and yester- 
day cnino tho grand finale. For twon- 
ty-four hours previous a general dance 
and singing had been going on at, the 
camp, fivo miles abovo hero; at times 
OB many ns two hundred warriors wore 
in tho happy oirolo, while three big 
drums gave out noiso enough to start 
three or four pandemoniums, with tho 
not very musical voices of a largo nuni- 
bor of Bfjuaws thrown iu to add un ad- 
ditional feature of tlio horrible. 
The 


object of the "Sun Danoo" is to tost 
tho courage of tlio young warriors to 
cnduro physical pain andcr tho most 
trying circumstances, the ono enduring 
tho most coming uut with barbarie 
honors, 
At 
ton o'clock 
soTentecn 


young warriurs, stripped entirely naked 
save n limited brocch-elout, caino into 
thu circle and were operated upon 
Thin operation was performed by n 
medicine man horribly rigged 
out. 


Tlio lirst ono to come up was a mag- 
niliuvnt looking follow fionv tho Uhoy- 
ennos, nil bone und muscle, and in 
glorious health. 
Tho medicine man 


liret out four gushes about three inches 
long on the shoulders, near the point. 
With n mnoolh'Htiak of hard wood ho 
made u liule underneath tho slits he 
had cut, each taking in an ineh or mure 
in width, and through which hole ho 
passed a liufl'alri llioug and tied it 
tightly, 
Then the breast was nerved 


in thu name manner, after which ono 
llionj; was labtened to a I'ouiteen Juot 
pole. 
To the other was tied a largo 


bed' head—a long-horn Texan, with 
about ten lout of thong between the 
back and the head. Tlio yuuag warrior 
then jumped into a lively dnnuo, get- 
ting a song of some sort in keeping 
with tho performance, jerking that bull 
head around so fast tlmt at times it was 
four or live feet ubovo tho ground—all 
the time pulling as best he euuld nt the 
thong liuiuiiod to tho polo by jumping 
baek and swinging upon it.

the llcsh on back and breust seemed to 
stretch out about eight or ton inches,
